Vince  Leta,  a  junior  from  Wil- 
liamsport,  set  a  new  school  scoring 
record  in  the  course  of  the  game  as 
he  tallied  36  points  to  surpass  the 
former  mark  of  3  3  set  by^  Billy 
Graff  in  1951.  Leta  notched  his 
points  by  dunking  1 3  baskets  and 
10  of  13  charitv  tosses.

They 
won  2  and  lost  one,  their  only  de- 
feat so  far. 

Lycoming  College  won  its  third 
straight  game  with  Mansfield  State 
Teachers  on  the  Mansfield  floor. 
The  final  score  was  76-66. 

Senior  Don  Mosher  was  high 
scorer  with  21  points. 

Virst  Defeat 

December  1 3  saw  the  first  de- 
feat of  the  Warriors  as  they 
dropped  a  close  one  to  fast-break- 
ing   Elizabethtown    College    63-5  7.

The  lead  changed  hands 
seven  times  and  was  tied  on  three 
occasions  before  Leta  broke  a  3  5- 
all  deadlock  late  in  the  second 
period.  Leta's  20  was  high  for 
the  Warriors  although  Mosher, 
Fortner  and  Hawkins  hit  in  double 
figures  with  18,  15,  and  14  re- 
spectively. 

Lycoming  strengthened  its  bid 
for  a  ranking  position  Saturday, 
January  10  by  walloping  Susque- 
hanna Universtiy  110-60,  setting 
a  new  scoring  record  for  itself. 
The  previous  high  was  102  points 
scored  two  years  ago  in  a  102-6  5 
rout  of  Mansfield  State  Teachers 
College.
